— The Independence Beige publishes a 
letter from St. Petersburg, of which the 
following is an extract: "The seventy- 
three peasants who arrived from Poland to 
ibank in their own name and in that of their 
brethren the Emperor Alexander, for hav- 
ing resLored them their liberty and made 
them proprietors, have left to return to their 
country and their villages. The same court 
carriages which bad taken them from the 
station took them back, penetrated with the 
caresses, the attention, the /ttti, and the 
banqaets which had been lavishsd upon 
them during the whole period of their stay 
in the Russian eapital. But a dreadful 
sight awaited them at the station. They 
had scarcely descended from their carriage, 
when a train arrived from Warsaw. Im- 
agine the horror they must have felt at the 
it of a crowd of Poliah prisoners in 
and bound for Siberia. They threw 
themselves into each other'a arma, shedding 
abundant tears, and making bitter com 
plaints. It waa one of those heartrending 
sights — rendered more eruel by contrast — 
which baffles description. It did not last 
long, however; they were soon separated 
from their fellow countrymen, and sent op- 
posite ways. As for the authors of this op- 
portune meeting, they looked sullenly on. 

I cannot tell you how they were punished 
for a coincidenee which they might perhaps 
have been able to prevent." 

—The Archbishop of Tork recently 
preached to the volunteers encamped on 
Wimbledon Common, taking his text from 

II Kings, 9th chapter, 18th verse, and the 
opening portion of his discourse was direct- 
ed to the contrast between that earlier dis- 
pensation in which Jehu entered furioualy 
on his mission of vengeance, and the later 
and milder one having for its object the re- 
demption of mankind. Many, he said, had 
been puxzled by (be apparent inconsistency 
of the two methods of dealing with the hu- 
man race. The records of the older epoch 
were sick with the odor of blood, while 
the New Testament was a message of 
boundless love. Did it follow that there 
had been any change of plan on the part 
of the Great Designer? Not in the 
least. The contrast was plainly visible 
in our own time, as it could be on 
the page of history. It was only the pre- 
vious day that the crack of the rifle had 
been followed on that very spot by the ring- 
ing stroke of the bullet, showing, if need 
existed, that a life was in the hands of the 
man who fired the shot. That day they 
were met to glorify Uim who gave up His 
own life that others might not suffer. The 
Archbishop briefly traced the rise and 
spread of the movement, holding that al- 
though "Peace' abonld ever be the Chris- 
tian a motto, there was a point where non- 
resistance ceased to be a duty— when free 
inatitutiona were imperiled, when the Lives 
and liberties of others were at stake, and 
when religion itself was in danger of being 
overthrown. Then, addressing himself to 
the volunteers pointedly, he said that 
hitherto the influence of the force had been 
altogether for good. Wnile it could never 
be an invading army, it had taught its 
members to conquer sloth, and to make 
diligent use of those leisure hours which 
too often there was a temptation to yield 
to idleness or worse. Its existence had 
been specially beneficial to the young, 
whom ft was hardest for the ministers of 
religion to reach or to know much about. 
But there was even more that the force of 
its example might do. The Archbishop 
drew a striking picture of the results to be 
anticipated from the existence of a force 
whose members individually felt the re- 
sponsibility of their acta, who would ahrink 
from auining their uniforms by contact 
with anything evil or ignoble, and of 
whom it could never be said that any one 
of their number had injured man or wrong- 
ed woman.

A Blood -Red 

The murky condition of the atmosphere on 
Sunday and Monday was a subject of gen- 
eral remark. The obecurity which it im- 
parted to distant objects was less than that 
of a fog, and more than that of aa autum- 
nal hate. It was smoke, but so fine and 
fleecy that there was no smoke in the air. 
Telegrams from remote points in the Stale 
speak of the same phenomenon, and at- 
tribute it to the great fire raging in the 
northeastern forests. In some places, miles 
from the acene ef conflagration, the amoke 
is so thick as to eclipse the sun, and ren- 
der candles necessary at mid-day. 

Sabbath evening, while the sun was still 
many degrees above the horizon, the smoky 
medium through which he was discerned 
gave to his disc a blood-red color, ft 
the arterial blood Ual, copied from nature 
more cloaely than Solferino dye. His fierce 
rays seemed to have been quenched in 
blood. Every intelligent observer knew 
that the l»ng bank of tenuous smoke lying 
elose to the earth, and stretching away for 
a hundred miles towards sunset, wrought 
this change from the clear sun that had 
been throbbing out his white light aU day 
overhead. 

And yet there wae something strange and 
awful in the sight. It was not a portent ; 
though to minda not fortified against super- 
stition, il might have presented itself with 
all the thrilling force of a eign from Heaven. 
Natural phenomena which might have been 
explained by scientific investigation upon 
grounds as simple and natural as the Sab- 
bath a blood-red sun, have, in former days, 
pasaed for omena of terrible impart The 
"dark day" which cccurred in New En- 
gland during the early part of the present 
century was one of these. 

The accounts which are handed down to 

that the day waa darker than was ever 
known during a total eclipse ; and yet theie 
was ao eclipse. Neither was there aay 
thick smoke from any forest fire, nor any 
black overhanging thunder-clouda that 
presently broke in rain. The event stands 
unexplained. It caused a feeling of terror 
even among j-ersons of more than common 
intelligence. 

The "falling stars' of 1*33; the famoas 
auroral display of a few years later, which 
turned the eky to a scarlet, and reflected, 
with an awful sanguinary hue, on the snow 
beneath; the comet of 1H43— were regard- 
ed by many as omens of coming evil. Some 
thought they porten 
the end of the world. 

Science explodes all 
It is a proof of the element of 
which still lurks in human nature, _ 
which not all our civilisation can expel, 
that the first thought which came into the 
mind of the spectator, as he turned sud- 
denly and saw that blood-red sun of the 
Sabbath, was of an omen. This thought 
t.eiug instantly rejected, the next Uiought 
was of the painful analogy which it afford- 
ed to the aun of the Republic going down 
in a sea of blood. 

A short time before, the solar orb had 
been high in heaven, givias: light tc the 
world, the fountain of joy Tor- Bullions of 
human bcingo. Now, hia glory «ai near 
extinguished, aad the scanty tight which 
he still cast shed a lurid glare over the 
earth more gloomy and oppressive than 
Big lit itself. Thank heaven I it was not aa 
en; but only a ctartling and painful 
■uKgection drawn from a 
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
